Solieme. 

luclicalions nve not ^VIvnting that tlio 
old Provincofl are uwaking to tho impor- 
tant subject of immigrntion. Outiirio, !im 
miglit bo oxpectcd, promises to take tlio 
. load in onlighlonecl and onorRotio ellort. 
The f611bwitig is tt tough outline of On- 
tario's scheme: A oonsiderablo niuubor 
of agents -tt-ill bo stationed in England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Alsaco, Lorraine and 
Germany, who will bo under tho general 
diraction of a superintendent stationed 
; .•BOmowhoro in England, prol)ably Livor- 
'ibool. Tho plan upon which Ontario jiro- 
^poses to act is practically tho samo as that 
adopted by the Otta-wa Valloy Immigra- 
tion Society. It is proposed that any om- 
ployor roquiriuR Borvants or laborers, 
either singly or in largo numbers, will 
■ specify his wants on forms provided by 
■the Immigration Department at Toronto, 
':,'apd deposit fifteen dollur.s per head 
■•for eaoh adult required. This done, in- 
' strhotions, according to tho reqniremont.s 
of aacli depositor, will bo sent to one of 
the chief agents in Europe, whoso duty it 
•will bo to select with care oligiblo candi- 
dates for tho situation or omployiuoiit 
.offered. Tho Ontario Government pro- 
pose to avail themaelyas of tho provision 
made ,by. the Hon. Mr. Pope with tho 
Allan sijeamship cbmpany for a reduction 
of tho ocoan passage money from £G.Gs. to 
£4. 58. ; and on thoir 6wn aoootint they 
propoBo to contribute at tho rate of £0 to 
tliopasHago of each emigrant Assisted. The 
matter will stand thus, therefore, with 
the assisted omiRrants; passage money ifl 
—advanced by tho omidoyer or the emi- 
grant himself §15; paid by the Dominion 
Government to steamship company $10, 
and paid by the Ontario Government, SO. 
It is unfortunate for British Columbia, 
that considerations of distaneo forbid par- 
ticipation in somo such scliome, — for tiio 
present at least. Tho next best thing to 
getting population ourselves is to see the 
■sister Provinces filling up; nnd wo rejoice, 
tharoforo, at the evidences of greatly in- 
creased vigor in tho immigration schemes 
of Ontario. 



'Dominion Mail Summary. 

J T^ie Ottawa 0,iiizm says, '.'Although 
■ thaf o is very little talk at present of tho 

probable appointmgnt of Hon. Mr. IIowo 
as Lieut-Governor of Nova Scotia, tho 
mattor has not been dropped, and it is not 
at all unlikely that tho veteran statesman 
•will recqivo the appointment as a reward 
f or h^s long and faithful services to his 
cijunjtiy'." ■ ■ 

In'a'ccordance with a resolution passed 
at a recent meeting of tho Synod of tho 
Anglican Diocese of Toronto, a separato 
diocese was established in Algoma. The 
House of Bishops nominated tlie follow- 
ing ministers for tho new Bishoiirio: — 
Eev.. J. "W. Burke, Prescott; Rev. J. V. 
DumouUn, Hamilton ; Ecv. G. M. Innas, 
Iiondon'; Rev.J). Lindsay, Waterloo; l{ev. 
H. Eoe, Molbotirno. Six ballots having 
been cast without resulting in tho election 
of any of the candidates, a committee was 
appoint.ed to settle the matter. They ro- 
ported the name of Her. Mr. Dumoulin, 
of Hamilton, -who was then duly elected 
to the bishoi>ri&'by a largo majority. 

The Hon. J. W. Johnson, Ecinity Jud.Lro, 
Nova Scotia, who is absent in France on 
account of his health, has sent in his re- 
signation. 

It.is stated that tho Hon. Mr. Cauclioii 
will be prosecuted for illegal sitting, for 
which the fine is 8500 per day. 

The Kingston Wliig tekea a modorat l v 
fair view of tho "better terms claims ' of 
Now Brunswick. It considers that that 
province has a fair claim for compeu.sation 
for tho los.s of revenue entailed by the 
abolition of tho export duty on saw logs, 
offected by tho Treaty of Wasliington. 
The loss amounts to somo 806,000 a year. 
But it fears that the demands of New 
Brunswick will go far be.yond that. If 
they tlo, thoy must lie considered on their 
merits; allowed if just, and refused if un- 
reasonablo.

He promised Ko- 
trenchmont in a way that would not im- 
pair the oflicienoy of the public service. 
Thoy propo.sed to p.-^y Magistrates and 
Constables by fees, and to extend tho foo 
system into other departments. A bill 
■would bo introduced to amend the 
Mining Laws so that mineral and coal 
lands would not bo locked up and devolop- 
mcnt jjrevcutod. Freo Grants of land 
would be given to actual settlers and 
blocks of pul/lic lands would bo sold 
to companies for colonization purposes. 
Extended water privileges would be 
granted, timber rights would be protected, 
purveys of land would |be made through- 
out tho Province and negotiations 
vould 1)0 opened with tho Dominion 
Goveruniont with respect to the lauds 
granted the Eailway Corporation. Eoad- 
work would be performeil by contract 
wherever practicable. A system of immi- 
gration would bo introduced, based upon 
the requirements and capabilities of the 
country. A measure would be introduc- 
ed to provide an additional guarantee for 
the Dry Dock. The Municipal system 
would be extended. One additional jiort- 
iolio would bo created without any addi- 
tional cost to the .''country. Tho House 
would also bo consulted as to tho propri- 
ety of ino^reasing the I'xociilivo to ,s'.-f'-» 
vieinl/rrs. Iho Indemnity (juestion would 
bo settled in a satisfactory nianner. Tlio 
Eoad Tax Act that now oii.its on the Is- 
land would be extondod to the JIainland. 
A change would be proposed on tho liscal 
year. On the other side of the mountains 
the fiscal year ended on the 30tli of Juno, 
and some such arrangement would have 
to be made here. Tho Ballot would be 
introduced. The Govorument would bo 
prepared to inaugurate a system of dyk- 
ing and ditching, and to assist in tlio col- 
lection of a Wild Laud Tax. The Gold 
Commissioners' Coui'ts would be merged 
with the County Courts. Important 
changes would bo made in the couijiosi- 
tion -)! the Supreme (.oiirt after consulta- 
tion with the Dominiun (lovcrnmorit. 
The LOW school system would be oxtoiid- 
ed.an 'ndian Police cstablislio I, and jurors 
allowol for fees. Ho askod if tho House, 
in tho ntorest of the country, would deal 
with sich measures as came before it in a 
spirit tiat would ooiiduoo to further tho 
best inttrests of tho Province. (Cheers.)

It 
would attract population and capital, 
would cause the waste lands to bo occu- 
pied and cultivated, and an era of gonoral 
prosperity to dawn on the Ifind. The 
time was when California was rogardeil as 
a barren waste, but protection had made 
hor tho garden of America. (Hear.) The 
Canadian Tariff was not framed for this 
Province, and -was entirely unsuitod to 
its wants, What did those men on the 
otlior side, wlio wore looking out for frit 
railwav contracts, care for tlio pro.lucprs 
of this Province ? Our farmers niusi bo 
protected, (hear,) Tlie pussuf^o of the 
Canadian Tans' last year should have 
burst this House q^nicker than this House 
burst the late Ministry last week, (laugh- 
ter and choors.) 

Hon. Mr DaCosmos called ths hon, gen- 
tleman to order. 

Mr Bunstor — Oh. yes. I can fully un- 
derstand tho hon. gentleman since ha has 
changed sides (roars of laughter.) This 
is morf iniiiortant than all tho clauses of 
the lioply put together, and if the hon. 
gentlema'n had not i'onn uwny last year 
and loft a few of ns to fight tho biittlo of 
tho Tariffs 1 would not sIuik] hayo now to 
move tliis resolution. I ask, 1 exixict, 1 
demand tlio support of the hon.

If a farmer, 
after ]inying his expenses for the year, 
has a thousand dollars left, he considers 
he has been very poorly paid for his year's 
work, but if ho will givo the farm credit 
for the throo great necessaries of life, 
housn rent, labia supjilios ami fuel, ho 
will see that ths rcsultis quite at favora- 
ble as any business wiUJ produce. If 
.?20,000 is judiciouly invostea in & farm, 
with all the appurtenances necessary to 
its cultivation, it mil be found that tlu^ 
proceeds from such an investment will 
support a family with n dpgroe of comfort 
that would oost from five to seven thous- 
and dollars in a city.

Whonovor we heal of u farmer 
making an aasigninont of his jiropert^- for 
tho beiiofit of his creditors, ujion cmiuiry 
it will Ijo aseortained that the cause of his 
tn luhlo is some outsido speculation nnd 
IK) I farming.
